Referring to your statement of earnings and expenditures for the quarters ended 
September 30th and December 31st, 1887, and March 31, 1888, your attention is directed to the 
entries of “Profits on the manufacture of medals and proof coins”. You have the profits entered 
for the three quarters as follows: $254.27; $724.49; and $1,197.86. 


According to your medal fund accounts for the quarters named the profits were $276.65, 
$726.89 and $1,187.10. Moreover, I think the profits of the quarter ended September 30, 1887, 
should be increased by the difference between the opening balance in your medal fund account 
of July Ist, and the closing balance of June 30, namely $676.54. This would make the total 
profits for the three quarters $2,867.18. (Difference $15- disallowed by 1st Comptroller being for 
Doctor Morton’s bill for services to 3 injured and sick employees. L.R.L.) 


Your attention is directed to the amount entered as expended for contingent expense 
during the quarter ended September 30, 1887. According to the books of this office amount 
should be $30,037.34 and not $30,052.34 as you have it. 


The amount entered as expended for the distribution of silver dollars during the quarter 
ended March 31, 1888, should be corrected to agree with the accounts as approved by this 
Bureau. (.68 cents — disallowed in Adams Express Co. bill transportation Silver dollars to 
Wilcox, Pa.)
